Every  opportunity  is  taken  to  encourage  inspection  and  treatment  of 
the  pre— school  child,  both  at  the  static  clinic  sessions  and  by  working 
in  the  Mobile  Dental  Unit. 

An  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  visited  as  often  as  possible  where 
advice  and  instruction  is  given  to  those  present. 

One  session  per  week  is  allowed  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work. 

The  majority  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  with  whom  it  is  possible 
to  come  into  contact  in  this  area,  are  under  the  care  of  general  dental 
practitioners. 

The  Health  Visitors  and  local  medical  practitioners  co-operate  in 
sending  where they  can  mothers  and  children  to  the  clinic. 

All  current  literature  for  the  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  pre¬ 
school  child  is  meticulously  distributed  at  every  opportunity.  Ihe  fact 
that  it  is  so  well  received  is  evidence  of  encouraging  enlightenment  among 
the  parents ,

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 


Although  no  Health  Education  Officer  is  employed  every  effort  is  made, 
through  the'exhibition  of  posters  and  direct  contact  between  the  Health 
Department  staff  and  the  general  public,  to  promote  health  education. 

Material  for  display  is  distributed  to  infant  welfare  centres,  schools, 
the  School  Dental  Service  and  the  Schools  Meals  Service. 

The  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  held  a  one-day  training  course 
at  the  County  Offices,  Oakham,  in  October  for  the  benefit  of  the  Health 
Visitors  and  Domiciliary  Nursing  Staff. 


CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

The  Chiropody  Service  which  is  directly  provided  has  been  operating 
very  smoothly  since  April  I960.  Regular  monthly  sessions  are  held  on 
premises  where  there  are  meetings  of  old  age  pensioners  (e.e.  Jack  &  Jill 
and  Darby  &  Joan  Clubs).  Although  primarily  intended  for  the  elder  y, 
others,  e.g.  the  handicapped  and  expectant  mothers  can  be  seen  by  appoint- 

raent. 

The  Centres  at  Oakham,  Uppingham  and  Langham  are  served  by  Mrs.  Vera 
Vines  M  Ch  S.  and  those  at  Ketton  and  Ryhall  by  Miss  Joan  Farndell  M.Ch.S. 
Ibothlre  registered  medical  auxiliaries).  Additional  sessions  are  arranged 
whenever  there  is  an  increased  demand  for  treatment. 

Mrs.  Vines  also  visits  Stud  House,  Oakham  (Part  III  accommodation) 
to  attend  to  the  residents.

This  service  is  organised  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  (County 
Director  -  ™.  WnsL).  The  larger  articles  -  wheel  chairs,  crutches 
bod-rests,  tables,  dunlopillo  beds  and  rings  can  be  obtained  on  request 
from  the  Red  Cross  Office,  56,  High  Street,  Oakham  or  from  the  Health 
Department,  County  Offices,  Oakham.  Smaller  items  are  held  by  the  villag 
representatives  of  the  Red  Cross. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  M  asked  Local  Health  Authorities  to 
supply  Incontinence Pads  for  the  following  reasons 

(a)  They  benefit  the  patients. 

(b)  They  are  convenient  and  time  saving  for  nurses,  reduce  the 
laundering  of  soiled  bed  linen  and  enable  patients  to  continue 

*  to  be  cared  for  in  their  own  homes. 

The  County  Council  agreed  to  supply  these  pads  free  on  request  and 
they  are  available  at  the  Health  Department,  County  Offices,  and  from  the 
Domiciliary  Nursing  Staff. 
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Flouridation  of  Domestic  Water  Supplies 


The  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  28/62  which  gave  Local  Health 
Authorities  general  approval  to  their  making  arrangements  with  statutory 
water  undertakers  for  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  public  water  supplies 
(naturally  deficient  in  fluoride)  to  the  level  appropriate  for  the 
prevention  of  dental  decay  (i.e.  one  part  per  million  -  10  per  cent)  was 
considered  by  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee,  The  County  Council  at 
its  July  Meeting  agreed  in  principle  to  such  arrangements  being  made. 

The  following  replies  were  received  from  the  local  Water  Undertakers 
operating  in  the  County 

Leicester  Corporation,  (natural  fluoride  0,1  part  per  million) 
are  considering  what  technical  arrangements  should  be  made  for 
the  addition  of  fluoride  to  their  water  supplies,  and  that  the 
Ministry  of  H 'using  and  Local  Government  would  be  consulted  in 
due  course. 

The  South  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  (no  natural  fluoride)  have 
decided  to  take  no  action  on  this  matter  as  applications  for 
the  addition  of  fluoride  had  not  been  made  by  all  the  IxDcal 
Health  Authorities  within  the  area  of  the  Board, 

The  Hene  &  Ouse  Water  Board  (0.15  parts  per  million  natural 
fluoride)  have  decided  not  to  make  any  immediate  decision, 
but  to  await  the  result  of  legal  action  being . taken  by  a 
consumer  against  Watford  Corporation  that  it  is  acting  ultra 
vires  in  fluoridating  its  water  supplies.

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  steady  rise  in  the  work  of  the  Home 
Help  Service.  39  helps  have  been  employed  for  a  total  of  22,878-5-  hours, 
an  increase  of  3,200  hours  on  the  previous  year.  They  have  attended  an 
average  of  63  cases  each  week  during  the  year.  On  the  31st  December  1963 
the  helps  were  attending  60  cases,  with  1  booking  -  a  confinement  case  in 
Empingham.

Welfare  Foods  as  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  continued  to  be 
distributed  at  21  centres  throughout  the  County.  We  have  started  a  new 
Centre  in  Edith  Weston,  being  run  by  W.V.S.  personnel  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinic.  Foods  in  Langham  are  distributed  now  at  the  Mother  &  Baby  Club 
which  meets  each  Friday.

The  Home  Teacher,  Miss  Honeywell,  made  390  visits  and  gave  28  lessons 
and  attended  13  Handicraft  sessions  at  Lyndon  Hall. 

During  the  year  6  socials  for  blind  people  and  their  guides  were  held 
in  Oakham,  Braunston  and  Glaston,  Other  events  organised  were  Bulb  Growing 
Competitions,  outing  to  Cleethorpes,  and  Christmas  lunch. 

Two  ladies  from  Rutland  are  now  permanently  accommodated  in  the  Lyndwood 
Home  throughout  the  year  and  one  man  in  the  Wycliffe  Society's  Home. 

One  girl  has  commenced  training  at  the  Royal  Normal  College  for  the 
Blind  at  Rowton  Castle  near  Shrewsbury. 

The  blind  and  partially  sighted  children  from  Leicester,  Leicestershire 
and  Rutland  were  the  guests  of  Lady  Conant  and  the  people  of  Lyndon  during  the 
summer  when  they  thoroughly  enjoyed  a  delightful  afternoon. 

One  family  from  Rutland  spent  a  fortnight's  holiday  in  the  Institution's 
newly  acquired  caravan  at  Hunstanton. 

The  Institution  again  exhibited  goods  made  by  the  blind  both  in  the 
Workshops  and  in  their  own  homes  at  the  Rutland  Agricultural  Show. 

Bulbs  and  fibre  were  distributed  in  the  autumn  as  were  seeds  and 
fertilizers  in  the  spring. 

The  usual  Christmas  and  summer  g'fts  have  been  made  to  unemployable 
blind  people.
